town sites" and comity seats, 150,000; 
by patent to railway companies, 45,000,- 
000; canal grants, -1,000,000; for mili- 
tary roads, 1,800,000 ; by sale of mineral 
lands (since 1866), 148,000 ; homesteads, 
55,000,000 I scrip, 2,900,000 ; coal lands, 
10,750 ; stono and timber lands (act of 
1878), 21,000 ; swamp and overllowed 
lands given to Sttitcs, 69,000,000 ; for 
educational puii;o.ies, 73,000,000 ; under

Mineral and timber lands are now pUr 
most valuable assetH. The pasturage 
lands are of nominal value apart from 
the minerol underlying them. Our re- 
mainmg public lands, exclusivo.of Aka- 
ka, were, in Juno, 18S0, estimated as 
follows : Tiinber lands, 85,000,001) 
acres; conl lands, defined, 5,5:10,000; 
precious-motal-bearing lands, 61,000,000 
acres, but this area will be increased a.s 
the pasturage and timber lauds are ex- 
plored ; lands in Southern States, agri- 
cultural, timber aud mineral, '25,000,000; 
lands irrigable from streams, !tO,(l()0,000 ; 
Tia.'itinage, desert, ineludrng certain 
lauiis ill Indian resei vatiuiis and bar- 
rens, 565,(K)0,000. The above is excln- 
sivo of Alaska. 

Sales of lands were tirst made in 
blooks of townaliips aud of eight sec- 
tions, but soon in tracts of 640 and 160 
acres, and later of 120, eighty and forty 
acres. The pre-emption act of 18'U wiuh 
a progressive step, giving a preference 
to actual settler.s, also permitting tliem 
to pay for their lauds with crash or war- 
lauta. But the most important of all 
our hmd laws was the Homestead act of 
1862. Down to Juno .SO, 1880, there 
were 469,78-1 entries made under this 
act, embracing 55,667,049 acres, and 
patents were issued in lG2,237,case8j for 
19,265,337 acres. The operation of the 
Homestead act produces no revenue to 
tho Government, the fees and commis- 
sion being but little, if at all, in oxeuss 
of the cost of survey and dispositions.

WA Y. 

We-jiublipli bolow an c.Ktracl EroJii 
the St. £ouis Railway Ilegister lespect- 
inglt|g]'^ftna<Tianr "Pacific railway, in 
whicli a nidst' cncburaging and pleasing 
view is .taken o£ the eiitorprise and of 
tlie future of the magniQceut North- 
wefit.' Tlie opening snntence calls to 
mind the caso of the Iv oi'thern Pacific 
at which no one now sneers, and yet 
wliich was' once written about' as an 
unprofitable undertftking, blockaded by 
snow duritig half the year and running 
through u. cuuuli'y svliosc chnir.to was 
Ko cold that notliing could bo ro.ised to 
jidvantu'go. It. has turned out that the 
country so decried is one of the best 
wligat,growing districts in the world, 
and an oven brighter prosper t opens up 
for the Canadian Northwest. This is 
the article: "Alany have sneered ai tiu; 
(.'anadian Pacific and called it an iin- 
piuCticablo enterprise, they havo 
ed ridicule on the enthusiast:! who Imve 
invested their money in it. We he 
lievo'iii the French, maxim that tin? 
man who laugh.s last latighs be.st nml 
we shall postpone our mirth until the 
enterprise is completed, for finished it 
is bound to be. The Canadian Pncific 
will extend from the shore of Lake 
Superior along our northern boundary 
to the Pacific, with ari- e.xton.sion 
through Ottawa to the St. Lawrence. 
It will of course bo owned chiefly Ijy 
English capitalists and it will i]e 
valuable to Canada. The great nli- 
jection urged is that tlie road is so 
far north that it will be impi'actieable 
to operate it during the greater part of 
tl|e^y^ar.on account of cold and snow. 
It was rec'ontlj'-i'told how a train was 
frozen in near Winnipeg, and could 
not be e.Ktricatcd from the ice. From 
this occurrence, greatly exaggerated, 
the inference is drawn that such acci- 
dents will lie common and that snow 
sheds will be necessary along the en- 
tire line of the road. \Vo fail to see 
this prospect ahead, we do not believe 
that any such perils are threatened. 
The northern plains, as all know, 
though so elevated, show no such iri'e- 
gular and mountainous features as one 
would e.tpect. Tliere is in the United 
Slates a gradual rise from the Missouri 
Valley to the center of the continent 
and then there is a descent for some 
distance and then there is another rise 
to the Sierra Nevada mountain.s. In 
Canada the great jdain widens and the 
Rocky and Sierra Nevada ranges seem 
to unite. There is, tiierefore, from 
Winnipeg to the Pacific ocean, a great 
elevated plain on the western boundary 
of which is the liigh range of moun- 
tains. The wheat lands of the north- 
west extend over into Canada and for 
the greater part of its course the Cana- 
dian Pacific will run through a region 
excellently adapted for wheat growing. 
Asiiihe mountains are approached great 
forests of magnificent trees are found. 
Through all this distance there is no 
likelihood of there ever being more 
snow than is found at iSTontreal. 
Through the provinces bordering on 
the St. Lawrence there are already 
numerous railroads which are operated 
(lurjn^ ..iilie winter without ditliculty, 
yc^ 'there fa more snow than in British 
Colu^nBia^ It'secms' to ns that the 
new trunk line is entirely feasible, and 
that it will open a country specially 
adapted for wheat growing and for 
stock. From all ihat can be learned 
there is no probability of encountering 
a country subject to^ unusually severe 
snow storms. ' If "those facta are true 
there can be no doubt about the flucce.ss 
of the Canadian Pacific." 

^•^riffoJiTiANT "judgments. 

Wp give this morning the full text 
of Mr. Justice (JiiAv's judgments in 
two recent cases that alTected the pow- 
ers of taxation of the council. It will 
be observed that the learned judge has 
decided that the city corporation 
is clothed with largo powers, the only 
requirement being that taxation shall 
be "uniform and equal." All persons 
m'ii-''t''1:c treated alike. That is the 
principle wliich overrides all taxation; 
and in both cases the corporation 
would appear to have acted with excel- 
lent.judgraent and fairnes.s. Had the 
comtnitihient not been defective both 
convictions would have stood; as it 
was ono fell to the ground for want 
of proper identification. The decision 
defines so clearly the jiowers of tlie 
council, and it is so essential that at 
this timii there should be as few mis- 
tike's as possible made concerning their 
j)0wers, that wo devote considerable 
space to the production of the judg- 
ment.

"Tho power," he 
says, "to regulate various pursuits or oc- 
"cupations in cities .or counties, or the 
"police power, is generally conferred by 
'•statute, and usually exercised by yequir- 
"ing tli» partleu (o obtain a licence from 



"the local authorities," but he addsiuiv 
ther on "under the taxing powora li'^snce 
"may aJ-^o be required, and the payment 
"of the tax maden condition precedent to 
''issuing the licence. When a city has the 
"i)owcr of tax9tiqn;.snd police ,delefflited 
"to it, it is inimatorial under' which the 
"licoiicu ia required." 

Cooley confirms the same view, pagu 
245, "A licence is issued under tho police 
y^ppwer, but the exaction of a licence fee 
"with a view to revenue would be au exer- 
"ciae of the power of tasation^ and tho 
"chartcr'must plainly show Unit povrev.yi* 
"tho municipal corporation cannot p<^BUtne 
"it." The Municipalities Act Iwro con- 
stitutes the charter and clearly give the 
power for both ])urposcs. It is tliei'oforo 
ivally iimnaterial under which it is cxer- 
ciaed. I'nder either it clearly tends to 
thu object of tho incorporation, namely, 
tho good government of the city. ■ •■ 

Tho decision in Ilcgina r.s. Hodges, 2 
Q.B.TJ C. vol, 401, duringthisiiresent year, 
1881,) ia no departure from the toreguing 
conclusions, 'fiierc a now institution was 
created by the iocj.l legislatur.; (in 1875) 
the "Board of Licence Coiiiinissioners," 
with tho "power of creating new ollences 
and annexing ponaltica' for their commis- 
sion." It was held by the court that this 
was a diJlegalion of power, which i^' with- 
in tho power of tho local legislature itself 
could be exercised by it alone, Enlarguig 
tho scope of powers belonging to munici- 
pal corporations by local legislation sub- 
sequent to confederation is no auoh dele- 
gation of pi^yjer as to render its exercise 
uncoiisfcitutiohal. On the contrary I 
think it ia within the power of the local 
logi.slatuii.' to do so, and to do it in the 
way in which it has done it, liy tiie Miini- 
cipalitic.'i Act. 

On tiiis therefore, tiie main (piestion, I 
am distinctly of opinion, that tho cor- 
poration had the power to impose this 
licence fee, and to enforce its payment 
by the iioiially defined. Tho authorities 
ami |)rinciplos on which we have to rely 
in ca.sea of thia kind are mostly American 
and Canadian— -there are no analogous 
Kngliah caaes— -aiinply because thero are 
no analogous English circumstances, no 
subordinate legialature.s, under one 
great controlling act concediriL; and ' 
dolining specific powei^i. Broom in liis 
illustration of the legal maxim ''dele- 
gatus non potest delegare," does not con- 
tentplate an insttuice like the prcscnr. 
But in the United States and in Canada, 
they have, with reference to local leg- 
islation and municipal in.stitutions, ad- 
opted inutate.H mutandis, that principle of 
tho civil law. "In contractcs taced iii-- unt 
ijiiiv iiint inuris el consui'tndi'iii.s," 

Several minorobjectionahavebeen taken 
to the proceedings theuiselvcs, namely, 
that the information did not state that 
defendant had im licence, and that 
tho olienco as sL-i oui ni the conviction, 
being an isolated fad, was not evidence in 
law of carrying on the trade and did Jiot 
therefore .stiatain t!ie (iiidiiig. 

" Baley mi convict ions, ed. 1870,page 408, 
"in reference to /i'i/(>'((.i'r(>r/>ii.-i, says :Tliough 
"oil the (Jueen'.i c )urts at Westminster 
"have power t(j ifisue the writ it ia seldom 
"sued out liy any otiier than tho Queen's 
"Bench division liy persona committed upon 
"convictions by justices, becausothe other 
"courta can only remove tho body lind tho 
"warrant of coinniitniunt, but cannot send 
"for and examine and set aside the con- 
"viction itself, wliich is tho prerogative 
"of the Qtiei'u's Bench." 

The iriuiireine Court (>f Bi itiali Columbia 
ia inheritor of all the rights and powers, 
of tho Queen's Bench, that can be exer-; 
cised within tho territorial limit of Brit-' 
ish Columbia. Tho information, evidence 
beft)ra the magistrate and convictiop. have 
all boon placed before ine without objec- 
tion from citlier party. 

The information states the fact that the 
piisouer "ilid tinlau-Jull ii" carry on tho 
occupation of vei'.dor of spirituous liquor 
by retail, specifying time, place and 
circumstance, ,'iuil charges that the de- 
fendant did carry (in .such business at the 
time and place aforesaid witliouta licenso 
in that behalf contrary to the Victoria 
Hovenuo Bylaw, 1881. 

As the statement of this fact and the 
charge are both in the same information 
and under the same oath they must both 
bo reatl together. When read together 
they disclose a breach of this 
bylaw. There is the distinct alle- 

f ation of the fact, that it was nnlaii-ful. 
'he atatcmciit of the niodo by which it 
was unlawful cannot certainly vitiate the 
distinct assertion that it was, when the 
mode pointed out shows that if true it 
must be unlawful; but the 5th section of 
the Summary Conviction Act expressly 
sayp ''no objection shall be allowed to any 
information for any alleged defect tlieroij) 
in substance oi in form." (Kerr, 154 arid 
also 03, 04 and 09.) After app<;arar,cc, 
!icariiig and conviction the objection 
comes too late, tho alternative jvetion 
of the magistrate under section o being 
entirely precluded. As to the conviction it 
distinctly alleges that tho defendant, with- 
out liaving taken out a license, did un- 
lawf'jlly carry on the occupation of a ven- 
dor of ai)irituou3 liquora by retail, naming 
time, place and circumstances of tho of- 
fence. It is true but one occasion of so 
doing is mentioned iri' .Wc^, conviction. 
The evidence however before the magis- 
trate stated thero had been other inatan- 
ces previously. Tho magistrate ia cloth- 
ed with jurisdiction by the act. He ia to 
lliul whether the occupation had been 
carricii on or not without licence. It 
would be a very strained construction 
under thime circumatacos to aay that the 
facts set forth in tho conviction did not 
sustain the conclusion in law at which 
tho magistrate arrived. If more than one 
act of sale was alleged in tho conviction 
each Would bo a distinct offonae and sub- 
ject to a separate penalty. No general , 
nilo can lie laid down applicablo to such 
caaes which must be tiocided chiefly by 
tiio working of the .'itatnte creating the 
oH'cnco. Korr, 151. 

No authority has been shown by the 
le.irned counsel for the construction con- 
teiuled for; nor as to tho jurisdiction liaa 
any aflidavit been produced a.s in ex parte 
Eggiiigtoii 23 L. J. Mag, Cases 41. (Uo. 
in 2nd Ellis and Black, 717), and in Play- 
fair'a case and Salmon's case in this Court, 
shewing outside of the conviction and 
commitment there has been error in tho 
oxccution of. the latter,, or. mistake, as to 
tho statute governing the proceeding.s in 
tho former. 

The objection to the magiatiate him.self 
was properly abandoned during tlio argu- 
nniiit. Indeed, ho appears to have heeii 
moat considerate to the prisoner, and to 
have imposed tho Hmallest penalty he 
could consistently with his concluaion 
that the offence had boon proved. 

But one more point romalna to be coii- 
aidorcd, namely, tho preliminary objec- 
tion to myself as tho presiding juiigc, 
arising out of tho several anotions 7, 8 
'a*nd 10 of the "Local Admin i.stration of 
Justice Act, 1881," seeking to enforce tho- 
I'osidonco of a judgo of tho Supromo 
Court in — and a conditionally limited 
local jurisdiction of that judge to—.tho 
newly-created " Weatminstor Judicial 
Dialrict," as it is termed iu tho said Act. 

The local legislaturo never could have 
intended these spptipps to Ijqvei ft 're^'jffl^ ;

Judgment, Dec. 31at., 1881. 
Regina r,<. Mrs. Morgan — The prisoner 
is brought upon habeas corpus. Tho com- 
mittment ia under a conviction by the 
Police Mogistrate of'Vidtoria for having 
violated the Municipal Revenue Bylaw by 
carrying on tho trade and buBiness of sell- 
ing apiritiioua liquoi'.i by retail'witliout a 
license, as required diy such Bylaw. Tho 
aamo points and objections woro'taken a:; 
in tho ixiso of Vicux Violard, in which 
j udgmentjV'l'M'iS j"stS5l^boen J'delivered, 
and in<thia cose tbe jndgmenl would have 
been tho same; but a dinicuUy exists 
which I dti not Kve my way clear to get 
over. In the conviciion no means of 
identification of tho prisoner are sot forth. 
She ia simply called ' "Airs. Morgan" 
throughout. "Mrs;"' ifl a term of cour- 
tesy; "Morgan".'' iii •a'-'isurnanio. There 
may be twenty "Mm.'Moi^ils" in Vic- 
toria. The place where tho fifTence was 
comniitted is, for [uu'iiosea of identifica- 
tion, aufliciontly designated on Brough- 
ton street. By which Mrs. ftl organ was 
it committed ■< How did the magistrate 
get at this prisr.ner f .N'eitlier in the in- 
formation, the evidence, tu' in tlie con- 
viction is she otherwise designated than 
as "Mrs. iMorgan." The conviction m\iU 
on the fare of it show sutiicient ideiitifij of 
person to enable it to be pleaded to a 
second coni])laint again.^t tho same peraon 
for tho .same:oflenoe, "'In this conviction 
that cannot be'. The • prisoner is not de.i- 
cribod by any name of individuality — not 
as of any particular local residence or oc- 
cupation — not !w known by any'dcsigna- 
tion. Any "Mrs. Morgan" who had not 
taken out a license could fill this convic- 
tion. Korr, at page 180, in pointing out 
how convictions nro to be 'filled up, par- 
ticularly mentions "tho name, residence 
and occupation of the defendants." The 
Justicea Act 32 and 33 Vict., with refer- 
ence to preliminary proceedings, aeetioii 
17, provides that if the nanio is unknown 
tho oil'ender may bo otherwise described. 
At page 109 he points out how thia may 
be done. These precautions are required 
for tho purposes of identity in order tliat, 
in tho first instance, an innocont party 
may not sutror; and in the second, that a 
guilty party, having been oneo puniahed 
for an ofToncc, may not bo brought up nnd 
puniahed a second time for tho same of- 
fence. They are not more technicalities 
to enoblfe the gU'Ity to escaiio. They are 
essential requisites that tho innocent may 
not Buflor, and every man in whoso haiida 
tho administration of tho law is placed is 
bound to see that they are carried out. 
The desctiptiott'in thBcom'ihitment,"Mrs. 
Morgcr-r late of Bi'oiighton street," even 
if it were sufliciont in itself, which it ia 
not, could not cure tho defect in the con- 
viction. Tho coinmitniont must follow 
and bo sustained by the conviction. It 
cannot supplement it. In case of a second 
charge for the same olienco the convic- 
tion is to be ploade<HnotUie commitment. 
The conviction of it8o|f should therefore 
contain tlib blements of identity. Palev 
on Convictions, cdn. 1879; page 198, lays 
down the rule and practice with snlliciont 
diatinctness to-i do followed. "If 
there be," ho says, "several ofl'end- 
ora each must be named. Tlie Court 
refused to entertain a conviction 
in which the porsona charged were 
described as "Meaars. Uarrison &Co. ," 
and treated it as ,a; .nullity, even against 
the party named, For though noii hcr the 
defendant Harrison nor the other objec- 
ted to the conviction on that ground, 
Lord Konyon 'said the' court wore bound 
to take caro tliat summary proceedings 
before tho magistrates wore regularly con- 
ducted whether tho parties objected to 
tlieni or not, and in that case tiie court 
could not tcW njmithe ^'ace of the pr(K-eed- 
ingy, but tliat-the deliiiqiioncy of Harri- 
son's partnoi-srwho' were not before the 
court might have been imputed to him." 

"A provision ia however aumctimea 
"made by atatute whonanoflonder rcfuaes 
"to discover his name. Apart however 
"from Htatutpiy- proviaion no man is to cs- 
"copo. bpcau^seihi^naine is not known, and 
"if lie I'dfuses to discloso it ho may be do- 
"scribed lis' a person ivlioso nnnio is un- 
"knownito the nmgistrnto, and identified 
!'by soino fact, for instance, that he is 
"personally brought before tlicml)y a cor- 
"tain const-able. The justices are not 
"bound by'tlio' riamb contained in the in- 
"forraation; but may draw up tho convic- 
''tiun with what apiiear to be the proper 
"ones," 199, or, as pointed out by Kerr, 
with .suchotifcr ileacription as will enable 
idoiitification.
